Permit SW-15/02

» |[ssued pursuant to 7 Delaware Code,
Chapter 60, (the Statute) which prohibits
the disposal of solid waste without a

permit.

= Under the Statute, a permittee Is subject to
civil, administrative and criminal penalties
for violating any condition of their permit.



Permit SW-15/02

* The Statue establishes regulations that
govern solid waste facilities (DRGSW).

= Permit SW-15/02 was issued pursuant to
the Statue and based upon requirements
specified by Delaware’s Reqgulations
Governing Solid Waste (DRGSW).

* The permit also specifies other plans and
procedures deemed necessary by
DNREC.

= Permit Condition [11.H.2 and |II.N.2
specifies Department on-site compliance

Proposed Modifications

Increase final elevation from 130 feet to
190 feet.

Add additional culverts connecting the
perimeter swale to the stormwater ponds.

Daily monitoring for leachate seeps per
DRGSW (effective May 2018).

Increase operational cover frequency from
2 weeks to weekly or when windy
conditions are forecast.
